Hon.  John  Young  Brown. 

The  eloqucntyoungCongi-esaman  from  the 
5th  district,  in  reply  to  a  question  propound- 
ed by  Mr.  Anderson  on  the  21st  February, 
■poke  as  follows: 

Mr.  BROWN.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  an- 
swer the  question  of  my  colleague.  As  an 
American  citizen,  my  first,  highest,  holiest 
ambition  lias  been  to  do  all  within  the  power 
of  my  humble  abilities  to  contribute  to  the 
perpetuity,  prosperity,  and  renown  of  this 
Union.  The  boast  of  the  Roman  was  :  "Ego 
turn  Romanus  civis."  Mine  has  been:  "  1  am 
an  American  citizen;"  for  about  that  name 
gathers  as  much  of  glory  as  any  title  has 
ever  borne.  Our  grand  mission  has  been 
one  of  civilization,  of  advancing  the  cause  of 
civil  liberty,  of  nurturing  and  developing  the 
arts  and  sciences,  and  ot  expanding  our  pow- 
er on  land  and  sea.  Proud,  indeed,  have 
been  our  achievements;  and  it  was  hoped  all 
this  greatness  rested  upon  a  safe  and  unwast- 
ing  basis.  But  some  of  the  pillars  of  the 
Union  are  fallen,  others  crumbling,  and  th» 
magnificent  fabric  reels  under  the  tury  of 
the  long  impending  storm. 

In  the  midst  of  this  so  far  bloodless,  yel 
momentous,  revolution,  it  is  with  bounding 
pride  that  I  speak  of  my  native  old  Ken- 
tucky— God  bless  her*!  Her  history,  as  prond 
as  that  of  any  member  of  this  Confederacy, 
justifies  me  in  saying  that  her  loyalty  to  this 
Union  must  go  unchallenged.  Suffering 
most,  and  suffering  longest,  she  has  murmur- 
ed least.  Her  voice  and  her  hopes,  in  this  tre- 
mendous crisis,  have  been  abd  are  for  peace, 
for  conciliation,  for  compromise,  and  for  the 
Union.  Her  soil  entombs  the  canonized 
bones  of  the  great  commoner.  Clay  Her 
commission  sent  to  the  Senate  the  pure  and 
patriotic  pacificator,  Crittenden.  Her  com- 
missioners are  now  in  council  in  this  capital, 
pleading  for  adjustment,  and  urging  the  old 
Roman  Guthrie's  propositions.  The  bones 
of  her  brave.pioneers  are  buried  on  noilli- 
western  plains,  where  they  fell  defending  the 
homes,  wives  and  children,  of  men  whose 
degeiierate'and  unworthy  representatives  on 
this  floor  impeach  her  character  and  defame 
her  institutions.  High,  patriotic,  and  com- 
manding is  her  position.  Look  at  her!  [Ap- 
plause.] 

As  one  of  her  sons  and  Representatives  in 
this  Congress,  inspired  by  the  spirit  of  her 
elevated  love  lor  what  our  fathers  gave  us,  I 
am  now,  as  I  always  have  been,  for  the 
Union  ;  a  Union  of  equality,  justice  fraterni- 
ty, and  comity  between  its  members,  wherein 
the  Tights  anil  honor  ol  my  fellow  citizens 
will  be  secured. 

Right-heartily  do  1  endorse  the  compli- 
ment paid  my  constituents  by  the  gentleman 
from  the  fourth  district,  [Mr.  Anderson.] 
Congratulating  him  upon  his  sudden  affec- 
tion for  the  Catholics,  whom  he  mentions, 
I  can  confidently  tell  him  that  never  ara« 
eulogium  more  worlhily  bestowed.  Yes,  the 
Catholics  there,  alike  chivalries  generous, 
and  true,  with  Protestants,  are  for  the  Union. 
All  want  negotiation  exhausted,  every  effort 
for  compromise  first  to  fail,  before  they  are 
for  changing  their  status;  but,  when  the  fata' 
and  startling  fact  is  before  thun,  that  there 
can  be  no  peace,  the  loyalty  of  Kentucky's 
sous  is  not  such  as  will  permit  them  to  be  in 
different  and  inactive,  when  the  swords  of 
Lincoln's  minions  are  drawn  to  cut  the 
throats  of  their  Southern  brethren. 

"Lay  BOt  that  fluttering  auction  to  your  soul. 

If  an  effort  be  made  to  coerce  her  sister 
slave  States,  the  moment  that  rings  the  echo 
of  the  first  gun  of  that  conflict  over  her  hills 
and  valleys,  will  find  her  unerring  riflemen 
gathering  tor  the  rescue  of  the  South,  and  in 
battle  will  she  meet  the  forces  of  this  Gov 
ernment,  which  she  is  now  doing  most  to 
preserve. 

Such  an  unholy,  fratricidal,  and  causeless 

war  will  precipitate  my  State  to  the  bosom 

of  the  southern  confederacy  :  and  as  she  may 

be  the  last  to  join,  once  the  partner  of  its 

fortunes,  she  will  be  the  last  to  leave  it,  come 

weal  or  woe. 
Such  is  my  unionism;  and  I  believe  I 

speak  the  sentiment  of  my  State.    Her  Leg 

islature,  without  distinction  of  partv,  have 

almost  unanimously  resolved  that,  in  the 

event  force  is  used  against  the  Slates  which 

have  withdrawn  from  the  Union,  Kentucky 

will  resist.    Again,  I  answer,  she  is  for  petigc, 

compromise  and  the  Union.^ 

If"  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr 

Stevens],  who  just  now  said  he  was  for  col- 
lecting the  revenue  in  southern  ports,  for  re- 
inforcing  and    recapturing  southern  forts 

from  the  possession  of  "  robbersand  traitors," 

as  he  fiercely  brands  them — foreshadows  the 

policy  of  the  incoming  Administration,  then 

this  matter  is  beyond  accommodation,  and 

the  sooner  Kentucky  knows  it  the  better. 

Judging  from  Mr.  Lincoln's  Indianapolis 
.  speech,  and  his  conversation  with  Mr.  Hutch- 
inson, wbicii  have  been  alluded  to  in  this 

debate,  it  seems,  indeed,  that  we  are  to  be 

plunged  into  the  midst  of  the  horrors  of  civil 

war.    God  forbid  it    Coercion  is  an  insane, 

wicked,  atrocious  policy.    Its  only  rewards 

will  be  the  wreck  of  commerce;  the  utter 

stagnation  of  trade;  the  bankruptcy  of  capi- 
talists and  workingmen  of  every  occupation 
North  and  South  ;  thcdesolntion  of  fair  fields 

and  happy  homes ;  and  a  gulf  between  the 

two  sect  ons  filled  with  blood,  hate  and  ven- 
geance, will  be  made,  and  it  will  only  be 
.  crossed' for  purposes  of  murder  and  rapine. 
Do  you  Republicans  think  you  can  conquer 
the  South  ?  '  I  tell  you,  it  you  achieve  it,  it 
will  be  a  barren  victory.  Suppose  you  deci- 
mate the  population  of  the  confederated 
States;  suppose  you  burn  their  homes,  and 
drive  their  people  to  the  caves  and  swamps; 
what  will  you  have  accomplished  ?  Do  vou 
expect  to  hold  them  as  conquered  provinces? 
Vain  and  infamous  is  such  a  dream.  From 
the  blood  of  your  victims,  as  from  the  fabled 
dragoon's  teeth,  will  spring  up  cropsof  armed 
men,  whose  religion  it  will  be  to  hate  and 
C  irsc  you,  to  wage  an  implacable  war  of  re- 
venge upon  you,  on  land  and  sea;  to  pursue 
and  hunt  down  you  and  your  children  and 
your  children's  children  ;  and  this  they  will 
do  till  the  last  man  of  the  South  perishes 
You  must  exterminate  them  before  your  task 
will  be  done. 

1  have  never  defended  the  abstract  right 
of  secession.  The  recent  statements  in  the 
papers  that  I  did.  was  a  misreport.  My  re- 
marks on  tiie  po.ita!  bill  are  correctly  given 
in  the  Globe.  I  said  I  recognized  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  States  w  hich  have  left  the 
Union,  and  I  say  so  still.  I  have  been  rais- 
ed in  a  school  of  politics  in  which  the  ab- 
stract right  of  secession  is  not  indorsed ;  but 
.  I  do  subscribe  to  the  sentiment  contained  in 
the  Declaration  of  Independence — that  first 
grand  chart  of  our  liberties :  that  when  Gov- 
ernments become  destructive  ot  the  ends  for 
which  they  were  created,  then  the  people, 
from  who3e  consent  Governments  derive  their 
just  powers,  have  the  inherent  right  to  alter 
or  abolish  them.  I  call  the  action  of  the 
confederated  States  of  the  South  revolution. 
Revolution  does  not  neoessarilv  involve  the 
idea  of  battles  and  bloodshed  to  make  it 

successful.  The  southern  government  stands  nTcaW 


btfore  us  and  .the  world,  a  living  fact;  and 
if  we  would  not  madly  throw  away  all  the 
power  and  glory  and  prosperity  we  have 
achieved  as  a  people,  you  must  deal  with  it 
as  such,  by  recognizing  ita  independence,  and 
not  madly  and  suicidally  attempting  its  de- 
struction. 

Kentucky's  loyalty  to  the  Union  will  not 
be  preserved  at  the  dear  price  of  aiding  nien 
in  war  on  the  South  who  denounce  her  insti- 
tutions, aid  in  the  escape  of  her  property,  de- 
ny her  that  comjty  due  her,  and  wish  to  de- 
stroy her  equality  as  a  sovereign  member  of 
tlie  Confederacy.  Never,  sir,  never!  And 
if  the  dreaded  necessity  of  her  leaving  you 
shall  come,  it  will  be  when  negotiation  fails, 
w  hen  her  entreaties  are  refused,  and  you  per- 
sist in  denying  what  is  due  her  interests  and 
honor;  and  if  she  must  leave  the  Union,  it 
will  be  upon  the  divine,  inherent  right  affirm- 
ed in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  that 
I  shall  rest  her  vindication,  so  far  as  I  may 
have  to  defend  it. 

To  me  the  future  is  full  of  gloom.  For 
nearly  three  months  have  I  sat  here  hoping 
for  a  settlement  of  tiiese  distracting  questions. 
The  people  want  them  settled.  Southern 
men  who  buy  the  goods  and  machinery  and 
products  of  the  North,  and  by  whose  patron- 
age your  great  cities  have  been  built  up,  and 
the  immense  fortunes  of  your  merchants  and 
man n fact u rers  accumulated,  have  been  proud 
of  your  prosperity ;  for  your  States  were  a 
part  of  their  country.  Is  ruin  now  to  come 
both  upon  North  and  South,  by  reason  of  the 
fanaticism  and  blind  ambition  of  the  politi- 
cians of  this  Congress?  You  Republicans 
are  firm,  unyielding,  unreasonable.  You 
place  the  Chicago  platform  and  its  miserable 
dogmas  above  your  country  and  its  Constitu- 
tion, and  in  the  attempted  preservation  of 
that  catechism  of  your  political  faith  you 
will  wreck  the  nation. 

It  does  seem  that  God  has  struck  our  peo- 
ple with  madness  and  blindness.  Is  it  to 
be — shall  it  be — that  this  Government,  the 
refuge  of  the  exile,  and  the  hope  of  the  lov- 
ers of  freedom  throughout  the  world,  so  glo- 
rious in  its  past  history,  so  precious  in  its 
splendid  promises  for  the  future  if  peace  is 
preserved  and  compromise  accepted,  is  to  fall 
to  ruin,  and  "its sad  late  furnish  another  chap- 
ter to  history's  national  epitaph  ?  It  is  trea- 
son to  human  hope  thus  to  let  it  perish. 

I  appeal  to  Republicans  to  come  lo  the 
rescue;  to  do  their  duty  to  themselves,  the 
COttDtrj,  and  posterity;  \:,d,  instead  of 
speeches  lull  of  denunciation  and  insulting 
menaces  to  the  South,  give  us  our  constitu- 
tional rights,  concede  our  reasonable  requests 
and  save  the  Republic.  Those  of  you  w  ho. 
in  an  unselfish  spirit  of  patriotism,  shall 
shake  oil"  the  fetters  of  party,  and,  as  heroes, 
advocate  compromise  on  a  fair  basis,  will  re- 
ceive the  appiause  and  gratitude  of  present 
and  after  times;  but  others,  who  are  for  par- 
ty above  country  and  Constitution,  and  who 
now,  deaf  to  the  warnings  of  reason,  and 
dead  to  the  noble  inspirations  of  a  pure  love 
of  country,  are  resisting  compromise,  and 
urging  a  war  in  which  brother  must  shed 
brother's  blood,  and  whose  prospective  hor- 
rors sicken  the  heart  to  contemplate,  will,  if 
their  damnable  policy  be  pursued,  be  visi- 
ted, while  living,  with  execration,  and  when 
dead, 

"A  thousand  years  from  now, 
Will  sit  pale  ghosts  upon  the  Stygian  shore. 
And  read  their  acts  by  the  red  light  of  hull." 

I  hope  that  my  colleague's  question  is  an- 
swered. In  response  to  his  interrogatory,  T 
have  said  much  more  than  1  intended  when 
I  arose.  -I  thank  the  gentleman  from  Vir- 
ginia (Mr.  Garnett)  for  his  courtesy  ih  yield- 
ing me  the  floor,  and  I  beg  that  he  will  ac- 
cept my  apologies  for  having  so  long  tres- 
passed upon  his  time 


LINCOLN'S   INAUGURAL  ADDRESS) 

Fellow-  Citizen*  of  the  Cnited  State*: 

In  compliance  with  a  custom  as  old  as  the  Gov- 
ernment itself,  I  appear  before  vou  to  address  you 
briefly,  and  to  take  iu  your  presence  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
taken  by  the  President  before  he  enters  upon  the 
execution  of  his  office.  I  do  not  consider  it  necessa- 
ry at  present  for  me  to  discuss  those  mutters  of 
administration  about  which  there  is  no  especial 
anxiety  or  excitement.  The  apprehension  seems 
to  exist  among  the  people  of  ^he  southern  States 
that  by  the  accession  of  a  Republican  administra- 
tion their  property  und  their  peace  and  personal 
security  are  to  be  endangered.  There  has  been 
no  reasonable  cause  for  such  appreheu&ion;  in- 
deed, the  most  ample  evidence  to  the  contrary  has 
all  tho  while  existed  and  been  open  to  their  in- 
spection. It  is  found  iu  nearly  all  the  published 
speeches  of  him  who  now  addresses  you.  I  do 
but  quote  from  one  of  those  speeches  where  I  de- 
clare that  I  have  no  purpose,  diroctlyor  indirect- 
ly, to  interfere  with  the  institution  of  slavery 
in  the  States  where  it  exists.  1  believe  I  have 
no  lawful  right  to  do  so,  and  I  have  no  inclination 
to  do  so.  Those  who  nominated  and  elected  me 
did  so  with  the  full  knowledge  that  I  had  made 
this  and  many  similar  declarations,  and  had 
never  recanted  them;  and  more  than  this,  they 
placed  in  the  platform  for  my  aooeptance,  as  a 
law  to  themselves  and  to  me,  the  clear  and  em- 
phatic resolution  which  I  now  read  : 

"  Itetotved,  That  the  maintenance  inviolate  of 
the  rights  of  the  States, and  especially  the  rights 
of  each  State,  to  order  and  control  its  own  domes- 
tic institutions  according  to  its  own  judgment  ex- 
clusively, is  essential  to  the  balance  of  power  on 
which  the  perfection  and  endurance  of  our  politi- 
cal fabric  depend,  and  we  denounce  tho  lawless 
invasion  by  an  armed  forte  of  the  Government  of 
any  State  or  Territory,  no  mutter  under  what  pre- 
text, as  among  the  gravest  of  crimes." 

I  now  reiterate  these  sentiments,  and  in  doing 
so,  I  only  press  upon  the  public  attention  the  most 
conclusive  evidence  of  which  the  case  is  suscepti- 
ble, that  the  property,  peace,  and  security  of  no 
section  arc  to  be  in  any  wise  endangered  by  tbe 
now  incoming  administration.  I  add,  too,  that 
all  the  protection  which  consistently  with  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  can  be  given,  will  bo  cheerfully 
given  to  all  the  States  when  lawfully  demanded 
for  what-ever  cause,  as  cheerfully  to  ono  section 
as  to  another.  There  is  much  controversy  about 
the  delivering  of  fugitives  from  service  or  labor. 
The  clause  I  now  read  is  as  plainly  written  in  the 
Constitution  as  any  other  of  its  provisions:  "No 
.person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  ono  State,  ander 
the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in 
oonscquenco  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be 
discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall 
be  delivered  up,  on  claim,  to  tho  party  to  whom 
such  service  or  labor  may  be  due." 

It  is  scarcely  questioned  that  this  provision  was 
intended,  by  those  who  made  it,  for  the  reclaim- 
ing of  what  we  call  fugitive  slaves,  and  the  inten- 
tion of  the  law  given  is  the  law  all  members  of 
Congress  swear  their  support  to — the  whole  Con- 
stitution— to  this  provision  as  mueh  as  any  other. 
To  the  proposition,  then,  that  slaves,  whose  cases 
come  within  tbe  terms  ef  this  clause,  and  shall  be 
delivered  up,  their  oaths  arc  unanimous.  Now,  if 
they  would  make  the  effort  in  good  temper,  could 
they  not  with  equal  unanimity  frame  and  pass  a 
law  by  means  of  which  to  keep  good  that  unani- 
mous oath?  There  is  some  difference  of  opinion 
whether  this  clause  should  be  enforced  by  Nation- 
al or  State  authority,  but  surely  that  difference  is 
not  a  very  material  one:  if  tho  slave  is  to  be  sur- 
rendered it  can  be  of  but  little  consequence  to 
him  or  toothers  by  which  authority  it  is  done,  and 
should  any  one  in  any  case  bo  content  that  his 
oath  shall  be  unltept  in  a  merely  unsubstantial 
controversy  as  to  how  it  shall  be  done ?  Again: 
In  any  law  upon  this  subject,  ought  not  all  the 
safeguards  of  liberty  known  in  civilized  and  hu- 
mane jurisprudence  to  be  introduced,  so  that  a 
freeman  moy  not,  in  any  case,  be  surrendered  as  a 
slave?  And  might  it  not  be  well,  at  the  same 
time,  to  provide  by  law  for  the  enforcement  of 
that  clause  in  the  Constitution  which  guarantees 
that  the  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  cititens  in 
the  several  States  ?  I  take  the  official  oath  to-day 
with  no  mental  reservations,  a no  purpose  to 
construe  tho  Constitution  and  iu«M  bv  any  hypo- 
now  te 


specify  particular  acts  of  Congress  ss  proper  to  be 
enforced,  I  do  suggest  that  it  will  be  much  safer 
for  all  in  official  and  private  station  to  conform  to, 
and  abido  by,  all  those  acts  which  stand  unrepeal- 
ed, than  to  violate  any  of  them,  trusting  to  find 
impunity  in  having  them  held  to  he  unconstitu- 
tional. It  is  seventy-two  years  sinco  tho  first  in- 
auguration ef  a  President  under  oar  national 
Constitution;  during  that  period,  fifteen  different 
and  greatly  distinguished  citizens  have,  in  suc- 
cession, administered  tbe  Executive  branch  of  the 
Government;  they  haveconduoted  it  through  many 
perils,  and  generally  with  great  success.  Yet 
with  all  this  scope  for  precedent,  I  now  enter  upon 
the  same  task  for  the  brief  constitutional  term  of 
four  years,  under  great  Bad  peculiar  difficulties. 
The  disruption  of  the  Federal  Union,  heretofore 
only  menaced,  is  now  attempted.  1  hold  that  in 
contemplation  of  universal  law  and  tho  Constitu- 
tion, tho  Union  of  the  States  is  perpetual.  Per- 
petuity is  implied  if  not  expressed  in  the  fun- 
damental law  of  all  national  governments.  It 
is  safe  to  assert  that  the  government  never  had 
a  provision  in  its  organic  law  for  its  own  termina- 
tion, and  if  it  continues  to  execute  all  the  ex- 
press provisions  of  our  national  Constitution  the 
Union  will  endure  forever,  it  being  impossible  to 
destroy  it  except  by  some  action  not  provided  for 
in  the  instrument  itself.  Again,  if  the  United 
States  bo  not  a  Government  proper,  but  an  asso- 
ciation of  Statos  in  the  nature  of  contract  merely , 
can  it  as  a  contract  be  peaceably  unmade  unless 
by  all  the  parties  who  made  it?  One  party  to  a 
cuntiact  muy  violate  or  break  it,  so  lo  speak,  but 
does  it  not  require  all  to  lawfully  rescind  it. 
Descending  from  these  general  principles,  we  find 
the  proposition  that  iu  legal  contemplation  the 
Union  is  perpetual,  confirmed  by  the  history  of 
the  Union  itself.  The  Union  is  much  older  than 
the  Constitution.  It  wns  formed  in  fact  by  the 
Articles  of  Association  ia  1774.  It  was  matured 
and  continued  by  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence in  1776.  It  was  further  matured,  on  the 
faith  of  the  then  thirteen  States,  expressly  plight- 
ed and  engaged,  that  it  should  be  perpetuated  by 
the  articles  of  confederation  in  1778:  and  finally, 
in  1787,  ono  of  tho  declared  objects  for  ordaining 
and  establishing  the  Constitution  was  to  form  a 
more  perfect  Union  by  one  or  by  a  part  only  of  the 
States.  If  it  be  lawfully  possible  that  the  Union 
is  less  than  before  the  Constitution,  having  lost  the 
vital  element  of  perpetuity,  it  follqws,  from  the>e 
views,  that  no  State,  upon  its  own  mere  motion, 
can  lawfully  get  out  of  the  Union:  that  resolutions 
anil  ordinances  to  that  effect  are  legally  void,  and 
that  acts  of  violence  within  anv  State  or  States 
against  theaulhority  of  the  United  States  are  in- 
surrectionary or  revolutionary,  according  to  cir- 
cumstances. I  therefore  consider  that,  in  view 
of  the  Constitution  und  laws,  the  Union  is  un- 
broken; and  to  the  extent  of  my  ability  shall  take 
care  (as  the  Constitution  itself  expressly  enjoins 
upon  me)  that  tbe  laws  of  the  Union  be  faithfully 
executed  in  all  the  States.  Doing  this,  I  deem  it 
to  be  only  a  simple  duty  on  my  part,  und  I  shall 
perform  it,  so  far  as  practicable,  unless  Sof 
rightful  masters, —  the  Americpn  people  —  sbll 
withhold  tbe  requisiio  means,  or  iu  some  author- 
itative manner,  direct  the  contrary.  'I  trust  this 
will  not  be  considered  a  menace,  but  only  as  a  de- 
clared purpose  of  the  Union  that  it  will  consti- 
tutionally defend  and  maintain  itself  in  doing 
this. 

There  need  be  no  bloodshed  or  violence,  and 
there  shall  be  none,  unless  it  be  forced  upon1  the 
national  authority.  The  power  confided  to  me 
will  be  used  to  hold,  occupy,  and  possess  the  prop- 
erty and  places  belonging  to  the  Government,  to 
collect  duties  and  imports;  !>ut  beyond  what  may 
be  necessary  for  these  objects,  there  will  be  no 
using  of  force  against  or  among  people  anywhere 
where  hostility  to  the  United  States  in  any  inte- 
rior locality  shall  be  to  great  and  so  universal  as 
to  prevent  competent  resident  cititens  from  hold- 
ing Federal  offices.  There  will  be  no  attempt  to 
force  obnoxious  strangers  among  the  people  that 
object.  While  the  strict  legal  right  may  exist  in 
tbe  government  to  enforce  the  exercise  of  these 
offices,  the  attempt  to  do  -  so  would  be  so  irritat- 
ing and  so  nearly  impracticable  with  all,  that  I 
deem  it  belter  to  forego  for  a  time  the  uses  of  such 
offices.  The  mails,  unless  repelled,  will  coutiuiie 
to  be  furnished  in  all  points  of  tbe  Ui.ion,  so  far 
as  possible.  The  people  everywhere  shall  have 
that  sense  of  perfect  security  which  the  most  fa- 
vorablecalm  thoughts  and  reflection  dictate.  The 
course  here  indicated  will  be  followed  unless  cur. 
rent  events  and  experience  shall  show  a  modifica- 
tion or  cnange  to  be  proper,  and  in  every  case 
and  exigency  my  best  discretion  will  be  exercised 
according  to  the  circumstances  actuully  existing 
and  with  a  view  and  a  hope  of  a  peaceful  solution 
of  the  national  troubles  und  tbe  restoration  of  the 
fraternal  sympathies  and  affections.  That  there 
are  persons  In  one  section  or  another  who  seek  to 
destroy  tho  Union  at  all  events,  and  are  glad  of 
pretext  to  do  so,  1  will  neither  affirm  nor  deny.  I 
need  address  no  word  to  those,  however,  who  re- 
ally love  tbe  Union.  May  I  speak  before  enter- 
ing upon  so  grave  a  matter  as  the  destruction  of 
our  national  fabric,  with  all  its  benefits,  its  memo- 
ries and  hopes?  Would  it  not  be  wise  to  ascertain 
previously  what  we  arc  to  do?  Will  we  hazard  so 
desperate  a  step  while  there  is  any  possibility  that 
any  portion  of  the  ills  you  fly  from  have  no  real 
existence?  Will  you,  while  the  certain  ills'  you 
fly  to  aro  greater  than  all  the  real  ones  you  fly 
from?  Will  you  risk  the  commission  of  so  fearful 
a  mistake?  Ail  profess  to  be  content  in  the  Jt  n- 
ion  if  all  constitutional  rights  can  be  maintained. 
Is  it  true,  then,  thut  any  right  plainly  written  in 
the  Constitution  has  been  denied?  I  Ihink  not. 
Happily,  tho  human  mind  is  so  constituted  that 
no  party  can  reach  to  the  audacity  of  doing  this. 
Tbink.  if  you  can,  of  a  single  instance  in  which  a 
plainly  written  provision  of  the  Constitution  has 
ever  been  denied — if,  by  the  mere  force  of  numbers 
a  majority  shall  deprive  a  minority  of  any  clearly 
written  constitutional  right.  It  might,  in  a  mor- 
al point  of  view,  justify  a  revolution.  It  certainly 
would  if  such  a  right  were  a  vital  one;  but  such 
is  not  our  case.  All  the  vital  rights  of  minorities 
and  of  individuals  are  so  plainly  assured  to  them 
by  affirmations  and  negotiations,  guarantees  and 
prohibitions  in  the  Constitution,  that  controver- 
sies never  arise  concerning  tbem.  But  no  organic 
law  can  be  framed  with  a  provision  specifically 
applicable  to  every  question  which  may  occur  in 
practical  administration.  No  foresight  can  an- 
ticipate, nor  any  document  of  reasonable  length 
contain,  express  provisions  for  all  possible  ques- 
tions. Shall  fugitives  from  labor  be  surrendered 
by  National  or  State  authority?  Tbe  Constitution 
does  not  expressly  say.  May  Congress  prohibit 
slavery  in  the  Territories?  The  Constitution doee 
not  expressly  say.  Must  Congress  protect  slavery 
in  the  Territories?  Tbe  Constitution  does  not 
expressly  say.  Whenever  questions  of  this  class 
spring  up  in  our  controversies,  and  we  divide  up- 
on them  into  majorities  und  minorities,  if  the  mir 
nority  will  not  acquiesce  the  majority  must  or  th* 
government  mustccase.  There  is  no  other  alterna^ 
tive  for  continuing  the  Government  but  acquies- 
cence on  the  one  side  ur  the  other.  If  a  minority  in 
such  case  will  secede,  or  ratherthan  acquiesce  they 
make  a  precedent  which  in  turn  will  divide  and  ruin 
them,  for  a  minority  of  thoir  own  will  secede  from 
them  whenever  a  majority  refuses  to  be  controlled 
by  such  a  minority;  for  instance,  why  may  not  any 
portion  of  a  new  Confederacy  a  year  or  two  hence 
arbitrarily  secede  against  it  precisely  as  portions 
of  the  present  Union  now  claim  to  secede  from  it. 
All  who  cherish  disunion  sentiments  are  now  be- 
ing educated  to  theexact  temper  of  doing  this.  Is 
there  such  perfect  identity  of  interests  amen*  the 
States  to  compobe  a  new  Union  us  to  produce  bar* 
mony  only,  and  prevent  renewed  secession. 
Plainly,  the  mistaken  idea  of  secession  is  the  es- 
sence of  anarchy.  A  majority,  held  in  restraint 
by  constitutional  checks  and  limitations,  and  al- 
ways changing  easily  with  the  deliberate  changes 
of  popuftr  opinions  and  sentiments,  is  the  only 
true  sovereign  of  a  free  people;  whoever  rejects 
it,  docs,  of  uccessity,  fly  to  anarchy  or  despotism. 
Unanimity  is  impossible,  the  rule  of  a  minority 
us  a  permanent  urraugement  is  wholly  iuadinisea- 
ble,  so  that  in  rejecting  tho  majority  principle, 
anarchy  and  despotism  is  all  that  is  left.  I  do 
not  forget  the  position  assumed  by  some,  that  con- 
stitutional questions  are  to  be  decided  by  the  Su- 
preme Court.  Nor  do  I  deny  that  such  decisions 
must  be  binding  in  any  caso  upon  tbe  parties  to  a 
suit,  as  to  the  object  of  tbat  suit,  while  they  are 
also  entitled  to  very  high  respect  and  considera- 
tion in  all  parallel  cases  by  all  other  departments 
of  tbe  Government.  And,  while  it  is  obviously 
possible  that  such  decision  may  be  erroneous  in 
tiny  given  case,  still  the  evil  effects  following  it 
being  limile.d  to  that  particular  case,  with  the 
chauce  that  it  may  be  overruled  and  never  become 
a  precedent  for  other  cases,  can  better  be  borne 
than  could  the  evils  of  a  different  practice.  At 
tho  same  time  tho  candid  citizen  must  confess  that 
if  the  policy  of  the  Government,  upon  vital  ques- 
tions affecting  the  whole  people,  is  to  be  irrevoca- 
bly fixed  by  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
instant  they  axe  made  in  ordinary  litigation  be- 


tween parties  in  personal  actions  the  people  will 
have  ceased  to  be  their  owu  rulers,  having  to  tbat 
extent  ptactically  resigned  their  government  in- 
to the  hands  of  that  tribunal;  nor  is  there  in  this 
view  any  assault  upon  the  Court  or  the  Judges. 
It  is  a  duty  from  which  they  may  not  shrink  to 
decide  cases  properly  brought  before  them,  and  it 
is  no  fault  of  theirs  if  others  seek  to  turn  their 
decisions  to  political  purposes.  One  section  of 
our  country  believes  that  slavery  is  right  and 
ought  to  be  extended,  while  the  other  believes  that 
it  is  wrong  and  ought  not  to  be  extended. 

This  is  the  only  substantial  dispute,  for  the  fu- 
gitive slave  clause  of  tho  Constitution  and  the 
laws  for  the  suppression  of  the  foreign  slave  trade 
are  each  as  well  enforced  perhaps  as  any  law  can 
ever  be  in  a  community  where  the  moral  sense  of 
the  people  imperfectly  supports  the  law  itself. 
The  grcnt  body  of  the  people  abide  by  the  legal 
obligations  in  both  cases  as  well  after  the  separ- 
ation of  the  sections  as  before.  The  foreign  slave 
trade,  now  imperfectly  suppressed,  would  be  ulti- 
mately revived  without  restriction  in  one  section, 
while  fugitive  slaves,  now  only  partially  surren- 
dered, would  not  be  surrendered  at  nil  by  the 
other.  Physically  speaking,  we  cannot  separate, 
cannot  remove  our  respective  sections  froui  each 
other,  nor  build  up  an  impassable  wall  between 
them.  The  husband  and  wife  may  be  divorced 
and  go  out  of  the  presence  and  beyond  the  reach 
of  each  other.  Rut  the  different  parts  of  our  coun- 
try cannot  do  this — they  isnnot  but  remain  face 
to  face,  and  an  intercourse  either  amicable  (  r  bos- 
tile  must  continue  between  tbem.  Is  it  possible 
then  to  make  that  intercourse  more  advantageous 
or  more  satisfactory  after  separating  than  before? 
Can  aliens  make  treaties  easier  than  friends  can 
make  laws?  Can  treaties  be  more  faithfully  en- 
forced between  aliens  than  laws  among  friends? 
Suppose  you  go  to  war,  you  cannot  fight  always; 
and  when,  after  much  loss  on  both  sides,  there  is 
no  gain  on  either,  you  cease  fighting,  the  old 
identical  question  as  to  the  terms  of  intercourse  is 
again  upon  you.  This  country,  with  its  institu- 
tions belongs  to  the  people  who  inhabit  it.  When- 
ever they  shall  grow  weary  of  thecxisting  govern- 
ment, they  can  exercise  their  constitutional  right 
of  amending  it  in  their  revolutionary  right  to  dis- 
member or  overthrow  it.  I  cannot  bo  ignorant  of 
the  fact  that  many  worthy  and  patriotic  citizens 
arc  desirous  of  having  the  National  Constitution 
amended.  While  I  make  no  recommendation  of 
amendments,  1  fully  recognizo  the  rightful  au- 
thority of  the  people  over  the  whole  subject,  to 
be  exercised  in  cither  of  tho  modes  prescribed  in 
the  instrument  itself,  and  I  should,  under  existing 
circumstances,  favor  rather  than  oppose  a  fair  op- 
portunity being  offered  tho  people  to  act  upon  it. 
1  will  venture  to  add  that  to  me  the  Convention 
mode  seems  preferable,  inasmuch  as  it  allows  the 
amendment  to  originate  with  the  people  them- 
selves, instead  only  of  permitting  them  to  take  or 
reject  a  proposition  originated  by  others  not  es- 
pecially chosen  for  the  purpose,  and  which  might 
not  be  precisely  such  as  they  would  not  wish  to 
either  accept  or  refuse. 

I  understand  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, which  amendment,  however,  I  have  not 
seen,  has  passed  Congress,  to  the  effect  tbat  the 
Federal  Government  shall  never  interfere  with  the 
dutnestie  institutions  of  the  States,  including  that 
of  persons  held  to  service.  To  avoid  a  miscon- 
struction of  what  I  have  said,  I  depart  from  my 
purpose  to  speak  of  particular  amendments  so  far 
as  to  say  that  holding  sueh  a  provision  to  the  now 
implied  as  constitutional  law,  I  have  no  objection 
to  its  being  made  express  and  irrevocable.  Tho 
Chief  Magistrate  derives  all  his  authority  from 
tbe  people,  and  they  have  conferred  none  upon 
him  to  fix  terms  for  tbe  separation  of  the  States. 
The  people  themselves  can  do  this  also  if  they 
choose,  but  the  Executive,  as  such,  has  nothing  to 
do  with  it.  Uis  duty  is  to  administer,  to  preserve 
the  government  as  it  came  to  his  bauds,  arid  to 
transmit,  unimpaired  by  him,  to  his  successor. 
Why  should  there  not  be  a  patient  confidence  in 
tbe  nltimate  justice  of  the  people?  Is  there  any 
better  or  equal  hope  in  tbe  world? 

In  our  present  difference,  is  either  party  with- 
out faith  or  being  iu  sight  of  the  Almighty  Ruler 
of  nations  with  His  eternal  truth  and  justice  be 
on  our  side,  of  the  North,  or  on  your  side,  of  the 
South,  that  truth  and  justice  will  surely  prevail  by 
this  great  tribunal,  the  American  people.  By  the 
form  of  the  Government  under  which  wc  live,  the 
same  people  have  wisely  given  their  public  ser- 
vants but  little  power  for  mischief,  and  have,  with 
equal  wisdom,  provided  for  the  return  of  that  little 
to  their  own  hands  at  very  short  intervals,  while 
the  people  rclaiu  their  virtue  and  vigilance.  No 
administration,  no  extreme  of  wickedness  or  folly 
can  very  seriously  injure  the  Government  in  tbe 
shortspaco  of  fourycars.'  My  countrymen,  oneaud 
all,  think  calmly  and  well  upon  this  wholesubject. 
Nothing  valuable  can  be  lost  by  taking  time.  If 
there  be  an  object  to  hurry  any  of  you  in  hot 
haste  to  a  step  which  you  would  never  take  delib- 
erately, that  object  will  bo  frustrated  by  taking 
time,  but  no  good  object  can  be  frustrated  by  it. 
Such  of  you  us  are  now  dissatisfied,  still  have  the 
old  Constitution  unimpaired,  and  on  the  sensitive 
point  the  laws  of  your  own  framing  under  it, 
while  the  new  administration  will  have  no  imme- 
diate power,  if  it  would  te  change  either.  If  it 
were  admitted  that  yuu  who  are  dissatisfied  hold 
the  right  side  in  the  dispute,  there  is  stilt  no  single 
good  or  reason  for  precipitate  action.  Intelli- 
gence, patriotism,  Christianity,  and  a  firm  reliance 
in  Ilim  who  has  never  ret  forsaken  this  favored 
land,  are  still  competent  u,  adjust  in  the  best  way 
all  our  present  difficulties.  In  your  hands,  my 
dissatisfied  countrymen,  and  not  in  mine,  is  the 
momentous  issue  of  civil  war.  The  Govcrnnient 
will  not  assail  you.  Vou  can  have  no  conflict 
without  being  yourselves  the  aggressors.  You 
have  no  oath  registered  iu  beaven  to  destroy  the 
Government,  while  I  shall  Bare  the  most  solemn 
one  to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  it.  I  am 
leai.li  to  close.  We  are  not  enemies,  and  friends, 
we  must  not  be  enemies.  Though  passion  mav 
havo  strained  it  must  not  break  our  bonds  of  af- 
fection. The  mystic  chords  ot  memory  stretching 
from  every  battle  field  and  patriot  grave  to  every 
!  loving  heart  and  hearthstone  all  over  this  broad 
land,  will  yet  swell  the  chorus  of  tho  Union,  when 
they  again  touch — as  surely  they  will — the  better 
anguls  of  our  nature. 

Irony  of  the  Iron  Duke. 

In  the  new  volume  of  the  '"Supplementary 
Dispatches  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,"  is 
the  following  quiet  bit  of  irony,  in  one  of  his 
letters  from  Spain : 

I  have  had  the  honor  of  receiving  your — 's 
letter  of  the  3d  inst.,and  it  is  impossible  not 
to  feel  for  the  unhappinessof  the  young  lady, 
which  you  have  so  well  described;  but  it  is 
not  so  easy  as  you  imagine  to  apply  the  rem- 
edy. It  appears  tome  tli at  I  should  beguiltv 
of  a  breach  of  discretion  if  I  were  to  send  for 
the  fortunate  object  of  this  young  ladv'e  af- 
fections, and  to  apprise  him  of  the  pressing 
necessity  of  his  early  return  to  England;  the 
application  for  permission  to  go  ought  to 
come  from  himself;  and,  at  all  events,  the 
offer  ought  not  to  be  made  by  lue,  and  par- 
ticularly not  founded  on  the  secret  of  this 
interesting  young  lady.  But  this  fortunate 
major  now  commands  his  battalion,  and  I  am 
very  apprehensive  that  lie  could  not  with 
propriety  quit  it  at  present,  even  though  the 
life  of  tli  is  female  should  depend  upon  it; 
and,  therefore.  I  think  that  he  will  not  ask 
for  leave.  We  read,  occasionally,  of  des- 
perate cases  of  this  description,  but  1  cannot 
say  that  1  have  ever  yet  known  of  a  young 
lady  dying  of  love  They  contrive,  in  some 
manner,  to  live,  and  look  tolerably  well,  not- 
withstanding thcirdespair  and  the  continued 
absence  of  their  lover;  and  some  even  have 
been  known  to  recover  so  faras  to  be  inclin- 
ed to  take  another  lover,  if  the  absence  of 
the  first  had  lasted  too  long.  I  do  not  sup- 
pose that  your  protege  can  ever  recover  so  far. 
but  1  do  hope  that  she  will  survive  the  con- 
tinued necessary  absence  of  the  major,  and 
enjoy  with  him  hereafter  many  happy  days.

Farmers  Meeting. — We  call  particular 
attention  to  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting 
of  the  farmers  of  Franklin  and  Woodford 
counties,  which  we  publish  in  another 
column.  We  are  glad  that  the  bone  and 
sinew,  the  real  producers,  t'le  men  most  in- 
terested in  the  present  crisis,  liuve  at  last 
aroused  themselves.  Let  the  farmers  and 
workingmen  of  the  whole  country  arise  in 
their  might  and  crush  out  the  political  filli- 
busters  who  have  brought  the  country  to  the 
very  verge  of  ruin.  This  crisis  has  been 
brought  about  by  politicians  but  the  farmers 
and  workingmen  have  to  pay  the  cost  of  it. 


Mr.  Lincoln's  lnnitgural. 

We  publish  to-day  the  telegraphic  report 
of  the  President's  Inaugural  Address.  It  is 
evidently  most  wretchedly  reported,  and  on 
that  subject  the  Louisville  Journal  of  yes- 
terday remarks  as  follows 

Till!  I '  \  i  ■  ■  '.:  '  — A  more  disgraceful  botch  of 
telegraphic  transmission  has  never  come  to  our 
knowledge,  than  that  sent  from  Washington  to- 
day, purporting  to  be  Mr.  Lincoln's  Inaugural 
Address.  Every  agent  of  the  press  connected  with 
this  shameful  dereliction  of  duty  ought  to  be  dis- 
charged immediately.  Wc  have  an  inkling  of 
what  \.he  President  means  to  say,  but  there  is 
hardly  a  .single  complete  sentence  in  the  entire 
copy  before  us. 

The  addrees,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  un- 
derstand it,  is  much  more  conservative  than 
we  expected.  It  is  nothing  like  what  was 
prophesied  by  the  secession  organs,  aud  fore- 
shadowed by  sensation  telegraphic  dispatch- 
es. He  does  not  intimate  a  determination 
to  change  the  line  of  policy  pursued  by  Mr. 
Buchanan  towards  the  seceding  States.  He 
distinctly  states  that  the  Administration  will 
not  make  war  upon  the  seceding  States,  and 
that  if  this  countty  is  precipitated  into  civil 
war,  the  aggressive  acts  must  come  from  the 
rebels. 

Of  course  the  address  is  not  such  an  one 
as  we_  can  fully  indorse.  The  President  is 
not  one  of  our  choice.  We  opposed  his  elec- 
tion, and  have  ever  opposed  the  principles  of 
the  party  which  placed  Mr.  Lincoln  in  power. 
But  it  is  a  much  better  document  than  we 
were  led  to  expect. 


The  Last  Dying  Agonies  of  a  Secessionist. 

The  Louisville  Courier  of  yesterday  pre- 
tends to  give  an  abstract  of  Lincoln's  Inau- 
gural Address.  That  our  readers  may  see 
what  food  is  necessary  to  keep  the  breath  of 
life  in  the  loathsome  carcass  of  secession,  we 
give  the  Courier's  abstract  of  the  address 
It  is  as  follows : 

1.  He  considers  the  Chicago  platform  as  i  "law" 
to  his  party  aud  himself,  to  be  carried  uut  in  its 
letter  aud  spirit. 

2.  He  will  carry  out  the  Constitution,  as  his 
party  understand  it,  and  protcctthc  rights  of  the 
Sftates,  as  asserted  by  Massachusetts  aud  Illinois. 

3.  He  wants  the  Fugitivo  Slave  Law  modified 
lu  as  to  better  guard  the  persons  of  the  free  ne- 
groes in  the  slaveholding  States. 

4.  He  would  have  it  provided  by  law,  that  the 
euuuia  of  the  Constitution  which  guarantees  that 
the  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  priviliges  and  immunities  of  citisens  in  the 
several  States,  shall  be  enforced.  As  he  differs 
from  tho  bred  Scott  decision  on  this  subject,  he 
would  doubtless  insist  on  giving  the  negro  voter  of 
Massachusetts  all  the  privileges  and  immunities 
u£  eituensiiin  in  Kentucky: 

5.  He  is  not  willing  for  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
•rnmcut  to  be  tixed  by  the  decisions  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  which,  in  matters  pertaining  to  pub- 
lic affairs,  he  would  regard  as  of  bo  more  authority 
than  the  opinions  of  six  or  seven  able  lawyers  in 
a  private  statute. 

6.  He  does  not  thiuk  that  tho  TJnion  is  dis- 
solved, maintaining  that  the  Confederacy  is  in- 
dissoluble. 

7.  lie  holds  that  the  action  of  the-  people  of  the 
seceding  Stales  is  legally  void  and  of  no  effect, 
and  should  not  be  recognized  by  the  Federal  au- 
thorities. 

b*.  Any  act  of  the  Government  of  the  Confeder- 
ate States  which  may  be  at  variance  with  the 
lavs  or  policy  of  the  Government  at^  Washington 
will  be  treated  as  "insurrectionary  and  revolu- 
tionary." 

9.  Regarding  the  TJnion  as  unbroken,  he  will 
take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  Government  over 
which  be  presides  shall  be  faithfully  executed  in 
"all  the  States." 

10.  l.v  will  collect  all  duties  and  imposts  "in 
the  ports  of  the  seceding  States." 

11.  "The  power  confided  to  me  [him]  will  be 
need  to  hold,  occupy,  and  possess  [retake]  the 
property  aud  places  belonging  [that  belonged]  to 
the  Government." 

12.  He  would  not  object  to  amendments,  to  .the 
Constitution  if  sanctioned  by  the  Legislatures  or 
Conventions  of  twenty-seven  States

those  twelve  statements — the  sixth,  seventh 
ninth  and  twelfth — are  at  all  justified  or 
borne  out  by  the  address,  as  published  in 
the  Courier.  And  our  readers  will  see  that 
those  three  positions  assumed  by  Mr.  Lincoln 
are  distorted  by  the  Courier  in  order  to  in- 
flame the  public  mind  as  much  an  possible. 
This  is  not  our  mere  assertion.  Th»address 
is  published  is  tiiis  paper.  Let  the  reader 
compare  it  with  the  Courier's  comments,  and 
judge  us  accordingly. 

PrtooRKSsoF  Secession. — The  small  amount 
of  government  money  stolen  by  th«  seces- 
sionists from  the  postoffices  and  custom 
liouses  does  not  seem  to  satisfy  them.

This  individual,  who  ran  for  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Mr.  Yancey,  and  is  known  to  fame 
as  the  Mary  Ann  of  the  Mexican  wa,r,  closed 
his  public  services  on  Saturday  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States.  The  last  flicker  of 
this  brilliant  luminary  was  what  mighthave 
been  expected  of  "gosef."  It  was  the  last 
day  of  the  session  ;  the  Senate  was  oppressed 
with  important  public  business,  and  desired 
to  go  to  voting.  "Gosef"  popped  up  and 
road  a  secession  speech  which  consumed 
nearly  all  the  time.  It  being  the  last  speech 
which  he  had  any  reasonable  hope  of  ever 
making  before  a  respectable  audience,  he  let 
himself  out  to  the  uttermost  extent  of  his 
wonderful  abilities.  He  advocated  secession 
with  all  the  eloquence  he  possessed.  lie  did 
more:  Videlicit:  He  pitched  into  Andy 
Johnson,  of  Tennessee,  knowing  that  there 
would  be  no  time  left  for  Senator  Johnson 
to  reply.  That  was  gosephy  all  over.  But 
it  came  to  an  end  at  last.  The  speech'of 
'goseph  lain"  and  the  administration  both 
ended  at  the  same  time,  and  the  country  is 
at  length  rid  of  both  of  these  worthies.  Ar- 
cades amio ! 


Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

The  following  resolutions  passed  both 
branches  of  Congress  by  a  two-third  vote  on 
the  last  day  of  the  session.  Their  passage 
was  regarded  as  a  great  triumph  by  the  con- 
servative men  at  Washington: 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  TO  AMEND  THE  CONSTITUTION 
OP  THE  UNITED  STATUS. 

Re  it  resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica in  Congress  assembled,  two-thirdsof  both 
Houses  concurring,  that  the  following  article 
be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several 
States,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by 
three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall  be 
valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of 
the  said  Constitution,  viz.: 

"  That  no  amendment  shall  be  made  to 
the  Constitution  which  will  authorize  or 
give  Congress  power  to  abolish  or  interfere 
within  any  State  with  the  domestic  institu- 
tions thereof,  including  that  of  persons  held 
to  labor  or  servitude  by  the  laws  of  said 
State." 


Illinois  Legislature. — The  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  Illinois  consist 
of  one  hundred  persons.  A  list  of  their 
names,  places  of  nativity,  ages,  and  occupa- 
tions, now  lies  before  us.  We  learn  from  it 
thatout  of  the  whole  number  but  eleven  were 
born  in  the  State.  Seventeen  were  from  New 
England;  eighteen  from  Xew  York;  nine 
from  Ohio;  seventeen  from  Kentucky;  one 
from  Ireland;  two  from  Crermany;  twelve 
were  from  slave  States  other  than  Kentucky; 
and  the  remaining  thirteen  were  from  the 
free  States  not  above  named.  Of  the  Ken- 
tuckians,  eleven  are  set  down  as  Democrats 
and  six  as  Republicans. 


A  Bright  Move. — A  petition  is  being  cir- 
culated in  this  State  by  a  few  traveling  dis- 
unionists  requiring  the  Governor  to  consider 
himself  "authorized"  to  call  a  State  Conven- 
tion. This  is  on  a  level  with  other  secession 
tactics  in  Kentucky.  We  think  wc  see  Gov- 
ernor Magoffin  calling  a  State  Convention 
by  authority  of  a  few  Yanceyites  who  want 
to  go  to  Congress.    It  would  be  interesting. 

Tun  Fanatics  Disappointed — Rhett,  Gid- 
dings,  Yancey,  Hale,  Burnett,  Greeley,  and 
the  entire  crew  of  fanatics  both  north  and 
south,  are  cruelly  disappointed  in  the  Inau- 
gural Address  of  Mr.  Lincoln.  They  want- 
ed a  coercion  message.  They  are  pining  for 
a disolutionof  the  Union.    Poor  devils!

A  large  and  highly  respectable  meeting  of 
the  farmers  of  Woodford  aud  Franklin  Conn- 
ie1! was  held  at  Ducker  Station  on  themorn- 
ing  of  the  4th,  and  embraced  the  mos:  solid 
anil  substantial  men  in  the  country. 

On  motion,  John  Scoii.  Esq.,  was  elected 
President,  and  Mr  T.  Pointer  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Waller  N  Aycrs,  Esq.,  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  following  gentle 
men,  Messrs.  T.  J.  Ford,  Will.  Gibson,  W. 
B.  Risk.  W.  N.  Ayre«.  J.  EL  Crutcher,  ant' 
H.  H.  Gratz,  was  appointed  a  Committee  to 
report  resolutions;  and  on  their  report  the 
following  were  unanimously  adopted,  amidst 
most  enthusiastic  applause :

the  struggling  millions  o'llie  old  w  orld  of  a 
•  ivi.ig  protest  against  despol'sm  or  anar^hv  ; 
aud  believing  there  are  »o  in-upe  ab'e  oe,J 
stacles  to  an  honorable  adjustment,  o  all 
political  difference*:  wuich  now  afflict  the 
nation:  believing  fu rther,  that  rel'gion,  mor 
a'ity,  patriotism — aM  the  Jnri-s  o<'  c  .ixej;

die  preservation  Ol  our  ever  glorious  insntii 
tions;  and  believing  in  ihe  virtue,  patriotism 
and  integrity  of  the  great  mass  oi  t lie  A  (u«l 
lean  citizens,  but  especially  in  (hose  o.  kin 
dred  pursuits  w  ith  onr  own,  who  have  hout?" 
to  be  burned  and  fields  lo  be  made  desobue 
by  most  unnatural  war;  and  deprecating 
such  as  the  greatest  calamity  with  which  an 
outraged  Heaven  ever  chastised  a  backslid- 
ing people:  and  believing  there  is  every 
motive  which  can  influence  the  action  -  of 
honorable  and  good  men  lor  the  agricultural 
ists,  who  form  thegreat  bulkof  the  population 
of  these  States,  to  become  the  conservators 
of  the  country  amid  the  perils  that  now  en- 
viron it.

nize in  him  a  sou  in  whom  Ken  tuck  *■  :'eels 
die  eincereet  pride  and  p'easure;  and  tlmt 
although  full  of  honors  and  of  years,  and  at 
a  period  of  Hft  when  men  usually  lay  aside 
the  cares  of  office,  yet,  in  view  of  the  ca'nm- 
iiies  which  are  impending  over  the  nation, 
and  the  necessity  of  Kentu  l.y  being  wc  ihily 
rep/cscnted  in  the  national  councils,  we  beg 
of  him  to  forget  awhile  his  infirmities  and 
(O  consent  torepresent  this,  the  t>th  congress- 
ional district,  in  Congress,  and  heartily  re- 
commend him  to  ouv  fello.v  citizens  of  the 
district  for  thntposrtion.

OBITUARY. 

Dii:d. — In  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  on  the  1st  of 
March,  1861,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Fetselgesser,  of  Consumption,  Margaret  E*li.fn, 
consort  of  Mr.  A.  M.  Crockett,  in  the  33d  year 
of  her  age. 

"Why  do  wc  mourn  departed  friends. 

And  shake  at  death's  alarms; 
'Tis  but  the  voice  that  Josus  sends 
To  call  us  to  his  arms." 

For  tho  last  five  years  of  her  life  her  disease 
had  been  of  so  marked  and  unmistakable  type  that 
it  afforded  no  hope  of  her  recovery.  During  tho 
fall  of  1860  she  with  her  family  removed  to  Coop- 
er county.  Mo.,  where  for  a  short  time  her  health 
seemed  to  improve,  hut  in  a  few  months  her  de- 
cline became  so  rapid  she  was  convinced  her  end 
was  drawing  nigh.  Sho  desired  to  he  brought 
back  to  Kentucky  t  her  native  State)  before  she 
died.  Sho  accomplished  a  portion  of  hor  journey, 
and  reached  Indianapolis,  but  then  was  unable  to 
proceed  farther.  During  the  last  few  weeks  her 
sufferings  were  unusually  severe  for  that  com- 
plaint, until  Dca'h,  with  unerring  aim,  directed 
his  arrow  at  a  shining  mark,  and  felled  his  victim. 
At  an  early  ago  (18.36)  her  mother  died,  and  in 
two  years  after  her  father  Mr.  Jesse  Wilcox,  fol- 
lowed her  to  the  spirit  world,  leaving  her  and 
three  brothers  and  tlp-ee  sisters  orphans  indeed. 
Left  to  the  guardianship  of  her  undo,  Capt.  John 
W.  Rnsscll,  «f  Franklin  county,  and  well  did  ho 
and  his  estimable  wife  assume  the  parents  place 
to  them  both  in  duty  and  affection.  Only  a  short 
timo  before  her  dissolution,  she  called  her  sister 
to  her  and  said  :  "Tell  I'ncle  he  has  been  a  father 
to  me.  I  bless  him  and  pray  for  him,  that  he  may 
prepare  to  meet  mc  in  Heaven.  Tell  Aunt  she 
has  been  wore  than  a  mother  to  mc.  That  to  her 
pious  cxamplo  and  Christian  instructions  I  have 
found  peaccand  comfort  on  a  dying  bed;  but  for 
her  I  probably  should  have  put  off  a  preparation 
for  death  until  it  was  too  late."  She  professed 
religion  and  joined  tho  Presbyterian  church  in 
the  summer  of  I85S.  Her  piety  was  exemplary, 
her  benevolence  commendable.  She  was  a  pattern 
to  her  sex  in  every  condition  of  life,  aud  possessed 
peculiarly  those  qualities  that  conducted  her 
through  life  with  honor,  and  she  never  failed  to 
exert  them  on  ail  suitablo  occasions  to  tbe  ut- 
most advantage;  she  was  modest,  without  affecta- 
tion; reserve1!  without  pride;  she  knew  how  to  win 
the  affections  of  her  acquaintances  without  lessen- 
ing their  regard.  She  has  been  taken  from  us  in  tho 
midst  of  her  years,  lamented  by  all  who  knew  her. 
The  memory  of  her  virtues  is  a  solace  to  tho  be- 
reaved, and  an  assurance  that  she  has  entered  up- 
on tho  rest  that  reinaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 
Sho  called  her  relatives  and  friends  separately  to 
her  bed-side,  and  with  many  parting  admonitions 
exhorted  them  to  meet  her  in  Heaven.  To 
her  aged  grandmother  (ninety-five)  sho  said,  "toll 
tier  not  to  grieve  for  mc,  I  die  happy:  I  am  going 
home  to  Heaven,  where  she  will  soon  join  me." 
She  leaves  a  husband  and  one  child  (three  having 
preeecded  b«»rl,  a  little  son  upon  whoso  head  is 
now  resting  the  many  fervent  aud  earnest  prayers 
of  a  pious  mother.  Her  only  reluctance  about 
going  homo  to  rest  was  her  concern  about 
her  child,  but  at  last  she  committed  him  to  that 
One  to  whom  she  was  committed,  who  has  said, 
*' I  urn  the  orphan'*  Go<l."  We  offer  the  bereaved 
relations  our  most  hearty  condolence.  May  the 
blessings  of  God  rest  upon  them,  and  may  He 
.pour  the  consolations  of  His  grace  into  their  af- 
flicted hearts.  Her  funeral  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lacy,  from  Hcv.  vii,  13  and  14. 

At  her  request  this  tribute  of  respect  is  offered 
to  her  memory  by  one  of  her  numerous  friends.
